Please amend Claim 40 as follows: 


40. A method for inactivating viruses in a body fluid, the method comprising the steps 

of: 

initially storing an amount of methylene blue in a container that includes an interior and 
at least one port extending from the container that provides ^ntrolled access to the interior, the 
container is constructed of a plastic material and includes an inner surface made of a non- 
polyvinyl chloride, plastic material; 

forming a mixture by adding at least a portion of the amount of the methylene blue to an 
amount of the body fluid, by use of the port, wherein the portion of methylene blue is a 
virucidally effective amount of the methylene blue and further wherein the mixture formed is 
within either the container or in a second container that initially housed the body fluid; and 
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
